RED ARMY LASHED

GERMAN ASSAULT ON 
VOLGA CITY CONFINED 
TO ARTILLERY ATTACKS

Nazi Iroops to their death In a 
furious seven-week effort to takt 
the city, the German high com- 
mand has abandoned, at least tem- 
porarily, the costly plan of storm- 
ing the cily in favor of artillery 
and air assaults, dispatches indi- 
cated. 
With tho pressure off In Stalin- 
gread, Red army detachments at- 
tacked In the battle area north- 
west of the city between the Vol- 
ga and the Don and captured "ad- 
vantageous positions," the mid-day 
communique said.

lery and mortar duels continued." 
Russian mortar crews were report- 
ed to have disabled seven German 
tanks and dispersed Nazi infantry 
concentrallons.

tack was reported repulsed and 
two companies of Germans wiped 
cut.It was the first time in weeks 
that the name of Stalingrad did 
not appear in the first pjragrs,_'.!

The way we Americans can get 
the real feel of the war which up 
to now has been so far away from 
us, is to transport us through the 
press into the heat of battle.

This 
may be achieved by reporting the 
news fully while it Is hot—not In 
filtered form a week or a month 
after the ashus are cold.

the outskirts of a Stalingrad work- 
ers' settlement. 


This German action nowise rank- 


ed with the strength of previous 
mass assaults. 


For the first time in weeks the ] 


Stalingrad battle took a secondary 
place in the Russian communique 
—the Germans had beon playing It 
down for days. The Russian com- 
munique took a broad approach by 
reporting continuing action on tho 
whole Russian-German front. 


In the Caucasus tne Germans 


i-till were striving to take the val- 
uable Grozny oil fields southeast 
of Mozdok, but the Russians re- 
ported a counterstroke with wnich 
they disrupted the German offen- 
sive and recaptured defense posi- 
tions. 
The Russians were reported ad- 


vancing also in the zone southeast 
of 
Novorossisk, Black Sea port 


which 
the 
Germans 
now hold, 


storming a town house-by-house 
after the German garrison 
was 


surrounded. 


American-made Jeeps were de- 


livering anti-aircraft guns to the 
Caucasus front. 
More Red Troops "Annihilated." 
The Germans said that Russian 


forces encircled on the road to 
Tuapse, another Caucasus port on 
the Black Sea, southeast of Nov- 
orossisk, had been 
"annihilated." 


The Hitler command also re- 


ported that a Russian group was 
'annihilated" in Stalingrad. 
That 


was the only direct mention of 
Stalingrad. 


On tho Volga, its communique 


said, a medium-sized 
vessel 
was 


sunk by shellfiro and airmen "con- 
tinued the destruction of an im- 
portant railway line east of the 
river Volga." 


While Stalingrad seemed more 


than German ground forces could 
handle, the air battle of Western 
Europe 
had 
demonstrated 
tho 


weakness 
of 
German 
aviation 


against the mounting bomber pow- 
er and fighter-bomber tactics of 
the British and Americans. 


Last Friday's daylight raid on 


the German-hold 
Lille 
area in 


which United States flying 
fort- 


resses and Liberators 
accounted 


for 105 German fighters — 48 de- 
destroyed, 38 probably destroyed 
and 19 damaged — demonstrated 
this point. 


The fighter escort of the Lille 


raiders, working at times for en- 
trapment of the German planes in 
bomber-fighter 
crossfire 
and at 


other times as decoys to draw the 
Germans away, was credited with 
an additional five German planes 
destroyed. 


The newest developments In the 


air war include yesterday's day- 
light forays by the British against 
targets in northwestern Germany, 
principally Hannover, and in oc- 
cupied France. It was the 43rd at- 
tack on Hannover, a railway and 
industrial center of about a half- 
million population. 


A small number of German raid- 


ers made their first night attack 
on Britain since Sept. 26 when 
they bombed scattered localities on 
the northeast coast 
last 
night, 


causing some casualties and dam- 
age. 


The war in North Africa re- 


mained essentially a race between 
the axis and the United Nations 
to build up the striking force and 
leservoir of supplies necessary for 
an offensive step. Designed to dis- 
rupt the axis preparations, the al- 
lied air offensive continued. 


The next battle of North Africa 


promises to be a crucial test of 
the respective merits of American 
and German arms. Moreover, it 
had become apparent to corres- 
pondents in Egypt that Marshal 
Kommel will find more represen- 
tatives of the United Nations ar- 
rayed against the axis than ever 
before. 


As for the present land action, 


the British reported only patrol 
activities and axis reports agreed. 
In the air, however, heavy bomb- 
ers attacked Bengasi, axis Libyan 
port, on Saturday arid Rommel's 
intermediate 
supply base, Tym- 


baki, Crete, on Saturday night. 


On Sunday United States heavy 


bombers, engaged with the British 
in a continuous war on axis ship- 
ping, struck two freighters of about 
8,000 tons, escorted by three de- 
itroyors off the coast of the oc- 
cupied Greek island of Crete. They 
also shot down three axis planes, 
one third of the intercepting force 
—all within the space of a few min- 
utes. 


One of the two freighters was 


left, apparently sinking from 
a 


square hit on the stern. 


Also In the eastern Mediterran- 


ean, the British were credited with 
a direct heavy bomb hit on one 
enemy destroyer—probably Italian 
—and two near misses on another. 
The British attack was delivered 
a* night. 


There was an Increase yesterday 


in air activity over 
Malta, the 


enemy carrying out 
five heavily 


escorted bomber raids, hut. the de- 
fenders of the British Mediterran- 
ean Isle destroyed at, least Is of 
the attackers and damaged many 
more as against the loss of one 
fighter. 


This was the only allied loss re- 


ported. The Italians nevertheless 
claimed that seven allied planes 
were downed over Egypt yester- 
day and that 15 more were destroy- 
ed over Malta as against the loss 
oi three axis planes. 


AuRRlos Advance in New Guinea. 
Churchill's Edinburgh speech to- 


day was a broad review of the 
war and incluJed the statement 
that "the Australians, with their 
American allies, have made a good 
advance In New Guinea."

Japanese forces which only a few 
days ago were less than 40 miles 
Irom Port Momiby, allied base on 
New Guinea's southern shore fac- 
ing Australia.
